“Even though, in the opinion of 
many among you, it is lasting too 
long, every German man and every 
German woman must, in witnessing 
these incomparable heroic deeds of 
our army and our navy, be aware 
that we are fighting and struggling 
for existence and that we must make 
the utmost effort to defend ourselves 
victoriously, not only through the 
work, but as régards the thoughts 
of our people. 

“Many among you have often 
asked themselves during this long 
war: ‘How did such a thing happen? 
Why did we have to undérgo such a 
thing after forty years of peace?’ 
think it is a question well worthy 
of an answer and which must be 
answered for the future-—for our

have thought long on the matter, 
and have come to the following an- 
ewer: 

“In this world good clashes with 
evil. That is how things have been 
ordered from on high-—-the yes and 
the no; the no of the doubting mind 
against the yes of the creative mind; 
the no of the pessimist against the 
yes of the optimist; the no of the 
unbellever against the yes of the 
champion of faith; the yes of heaven 
against the no of hell. : 
“You will acknowledge that I am 
right in describing this war as the 
product of a great negation, and do 
you ask what negation it is? It is 
the negation of the German péo- 
ple’s right to existence. It is the 
negation of all our kultur, a nega- 
tion of our achievements, of all our 
work. 

“The German people was industri- 
ous, meditative, assiduous, imagina- 
tive, in all domains. It worked with 
body and soul. But there were 
people who did not wish to work, 
but to rest on their laureis. Those 
were our enemies. We got close to 
them through our profitable work 
and the development of ovr in- 
dustry, science and art; through our 
popular education and social legis- 
lation. Thereby. our people throve, 
and then came envy. 

“Envy induced our enemies to 
fight, and war came upon us. And 
now when our opponents see that 
their hopes have been deceptive and 
how our mighty generals, after whom 
your new workshops are rightly 
named, have dealt them blow upon 
blow, hatred springs up. We only 
know the honest wrath which deals 
the enemy the blow, but when he 


recovery. 

“Hatred manifests itself only 
among peoples who feel themselves 
beaten. If, therefore, such terrible 
hatred existe among our enemies it 
owes its origin to the fact that their 
calculations have been wrong. Every 
one who knows the character of the 
Anglo-Saxons knows what it means 
to fight them—how tenacious they 
are. We do not know when the 
struggle will end, but one thing we 
do know, namely, that we must fight 
the battle through. 

“And now, my friends, let me 
draw your attention to something 
more, You have read what recent- 
ly happened in Moscow—the mighty 
conspiracy against the present gov- 
ernment. he parliamentary-gov- 
) erned, the democratic British nation 
has endeavored to overthrow the 
ultra-democratic government which 
the Russian people had begun to 
construct, because this government, 
considering the interests of its fa- 


therland, wished tq maintain its 
people in the peace for which it 
clamors. 


“But the Anglo-Saxon does not 
yet desire reace. That is how things 
are. It is proof of his feeling of in- 
feriority that the Anglo-Saxon 
recourse to such criminal means. 

“Everything now depends on our 


final exertions. Everything ie at 
stake and our enemies 
know it, because they have the 


greatest respect for the German 
army, because they see they cannot 
overcome our army and navy, they 
are trying to overcome us by means 
of internal disintegration and to 
weaken us by false rumors. 

“These do not emanate from the 
German people. They are artificial 
productions. But whoever hearkens 
to such rumors, whoever passes on 
unsubstantiated news in the railway, 
workshop or elsewhere, sins against 
the fatherland. He is a traitor and 
is lable to severe punis hment no 
matter whether he be @ Count or a 
workman. 

“I know very well everyone cf you 
will acknowledge that I am right in 
this tter. Believe me, it is not easy 
for nt to bear every day the anxiety 
and the responsibility for a nation 
of seventy millions, and for more 
than four years to be a spectator to 
all the difficulties and increasing dis- 
tress of the people.“ 

The Emperor then referred to the 
German Empress, “who by God's as- 
sistance again is on the read to re- 
covery.” He recalled the passages 
in the Bible: “Cast thy burden upon 
the Lord and He shall sustain thee” 
and “But seek ye first His kingdom 
and His righteousness, and all these 
things shall be added unto you.” The 
Emperor then added:

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Englishmen and eleven French — 
rens have been arrested and — 
oned in the fortress of St. Peter and 
St. Paul in Petrograd, according to 
apparently reliable information re- 
ceived here today from the Russian 
city. 

The Englishmen incarcerated in- 
clude R. H. B. Lockhart, the British 
Consul-General at Moscow, who was 
condemned to death by the Bolshe- 
vik government, but who escaped 
execution as the result of the inter- 
vention of all the neutral diplomatic 
representatives. 

Russian White Guards have found 
an unexpected front in the Arzamas 
district of the Russian province of 
Nizhni Novgorod, according ‘o a 
dispatch from Moscow. Six districts 
in that province have united against 
the Russian Soviet government. 

' Peasants in the province of Kazan 
are arming against the Bolsheviki, 


and, the dispatch adds, Soviet forces 


are being formed to suppress the 
revolt. 

Dispatches from Kiev report that 
the peasants in revolt have wiped 
out the German garrison in the vil- 
lage of Brusilovka. 

A dispatch to the Moscow Krashaja 
Gazeta from Orsha, government of 
Pohilev, says that 8000 revolting 
peasants were driven by the Ger- 
mans from the neighborhood of 
Swenigorodek, but assembled near 
Menksholi, where they engaged in 
a sanguinary fight with the Germans 
and great losses were sustained by 
both sides.

They must not serve on 
any committee to gather funds for any po- 
litical or propaganda purpose. In fact, a 
large “Keep-oftheGrass” sign is placed at 
the entrance af the political park expressly 
for their eyes, The government wants no 
man to talk strike, but, glory be! he 
‘may still w or fight. Maybe there is 
something in this method, after all. What 
' fe the net value of an agitator to a com- 
Munity, anyhow? How many boots are 
there in an owl? Some of the most ardent 
edvocates of government ownership are be- 
-#iaming to wonder what it might do to 
them. Where would a phalanx of deaf and 
@umb agitators come in, anyhow? 


ERMAN PRISONERS AND THE FOOD 
PROBLEM. 

It seems fronical that there should be 
a hundred thousand able-bodied German 
prisoners in Europe, hungry consumers all 
of them, leading practically idle, useless 
lives, while the farmers of the United 
States are crying out for labor and While 
many thousands of acres of good arable 
land remain untilled. 

There may be good and sufficient reasons 
for maintaining the captured, German in 
idieness and plenty, but they are inscruta- 
ble to the average citizen with a Hoover 
card in his window and a Hoover daily re 
minder in his morning paper. Common 
sense, unhampered by the nicer technicall- 
ties of international law, would point to 
the advisability of sending a few thousand 
of these pampered enemies ks ballast on 
the empty transports for the return journey 
to the United States and distributing them 
among the farmers as indentured labor for 
the duration of the war. In that way they 
would promptly become an asset instead of 
an irksome liability, and’ there would be a 
reasonableness and consolation in knowing 
that they were under compulsion to help 
make good the shortage of food caused by 
the tactics of German kultur. 

There would, of course, be the question of 
adequate guards. But there are thousands 
of patriots over military age in this coun- 
try yearning to serve in any military ca- 
pacity who would prove highly efficient in 
this meritorious job. They would have all 
the adventure of direct contact with the 
enemy and an opportunity to see that his 
boasted German efficiency was put to noble 
and profitable purpose. 

Idle German prisoners are expensive and 
certainly complicate the food problem for 
the Allies. And if it is our duty to do our 
best by the enemy prisoner, no occupa- 
tion could be more pleasant and healthy 
than agriculture—good for his health and 
for our larders. 

Germany has, of course, long since set 


her prisoners to work and broken all in- | 


ternational agreements by putting them to 
direct military use, as in the making of mu- 
nitions. But it would seem possible to 
make the German prisoners productive with- 
out infringing the niceties of international 
_law—indeed, to a large extent their work 
would but add to their own well-being, for 
even a pampered German prisoner suffers 
the exactions of compulsory rationing these 
days, no matter how high-minded the Allies 
may feel towards him. 

Knowing the demoralizing effect of idle- 
ness and sloth, how dare we overfeed and 
underwork the victims of our victories? 
‘Isn't it our duty to give them the inestima- 
ble solace of productive work? And what 
is more satisfying and uplifting than na- 
ture’s own profession, agricujture? Ger- 
mans themselves, in protesting accusations 
of barbarism, have admitted, rather, that 
they are the victims of overcivilization. 
There could, therefore, be no better correc- 
tive than the back-to-nature, simple, hard- 
working life. And it will be so much easier 
for the Allies to appreciate their virtues if 
they are expressed in crops. 

Yet with all the grievous shortage of 
man power in Great Britain, the German 
prisoner has yet to be made to earn his 
Own salt, much less any for his captors. 
Parliament has recently been debating the 
advisability of utilizing German prison la- 
bor in the shipyards, with a preponderance 
of opposition against it. But public opin- 
fon over there, augmented with frequent 
peeps through the barbed wire at visibly- 
fattening German prisoners, is becoming 
increasingly querulous. If there are really 
any incontrovertible arguments against put- 
ting the German prisoners to work on the 
land we have yet to hear them. If Ger- 
many's enterprising submarine tactics have 
made of agriculture and food raising “mili- 
tary labor” the Allies’ consideration for in- 
ternational law. may be justifiably mod 
to meet the new situation, | 

In the meantime the Allies are maintain- 
ing thousands of rapidly-fattening Ger- 
mane—with hundreds of thousands of un- 
tilled arable land the despair of the food 


TRIOTIC TOURING. 

The sun has reversed its orbit and will 
rise during the coming winter in the west 
for thousands of patriotio Americans who 
have determined, are in the process of de- 
termination or will determine to conserve 
fuel, release servants, save food and add

becomes. It is obvious that California prod- 
ucts can be consumed in California, so far 
as required, cheaper than they can be 
shipped to an eastern terminal for trans- 
portation abroad. Therefore, every pound 
of food not eaten in the East ls immediately 
available for the army overseas or in can- 
tonment, while the products of the far West 
may be had in greater plenty and eaten with 
less selfishness than in the East or North. 
Special rates have been assured. It is ex- 
plained that this exception to the rule is 
made because the heavy transcontinental 
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travel will cOme at a time when fewer 
troops are being moved and more equip- 
ment is available, and through a part of 
the country not so climatically susceptible. 
It will keep the wheels profitably turning, 
will shift thousands of citizens from sec- 
tions where fuel and food are scarce and 
high to a community where there is no fuel 


problem and where food conditions are 


Already houses are becoming scarce in 
Los Angeles and vicinity. There is little 
construction going forward because of 
building and labor restrictions.

dence property are growing. 

Above all, isn’t it a grand and glorious 
feeling when we can help out the rest of 
the country and have all those good people 
with us at the same time? 


CERNING CONSERVATION. 

A nation, like an individual, is only 
great and happy in so far as it is physically, 
mentally and morally strong. The conser- 
vation of man power, in war time, becomes 
the chief business of a government. Men 
physically unfit for service are given free 
medical and surgical attendance and often 
rendered fit for military duty. But con- 
servation of man power does not stop there. 
During war time prospective mothers are 
given special care in order that thefr off- 
spring—the progenitors of future genera- 
tions—may be virile and strong. When 
the babies are born every effort is made to 
protect both the children and their moth- 
ers in every possible way. Nor is this all. 
Even the aged dependents of the soldiers 
(especially in America) are provided for, 
both as a matter of honor on the part of 
the government and also in order that the 
fighters may not fret and worry for fear 
their loved ones will want for the necessi- 
ties of life. 

This goes a long way toward preserving 
the mental and moral health of the soldiers 
and sailors. But the United States govern- 
ment goes still further. Looking beyond 
its boundaries, with sympathy for its suf- 
fering allies, this country sends food, rai- 
ment and medicine to both the Allied sol- 
diers and to their dependent wives and 
children. All these things are as they 
should be, but the great lesson will be prac- 
tically lost to America if she does not Jearn, 
through these acts of sacrifice, the necessity 
for pursuing the same measures in the long 
time of peace to come that she is following 
in this day of trial. If a man is worth 
saving for war he is worth saving for the 
pursuits of peace. If the children of the 
poor deserve the attention of the govern- 
ment, as well as of their parents, in time of 
war, then they should also be looked after 
in time of peace. If it is right to prevent 
disease from gaining foothold and spread- 
ing in the cantonments, how much more 
necessary is it to protect the entire coun- 
try from diseases of all kinds in time of 
peace! 

it STRIKES AND BOYCOTS, SABOT- 
AGE AND ANARCHY are dangerous to the 
organization of a state in war time, are 
they any the less sore spots on the fair 
face of civilization at any other time? If 
it is a virtue to be economical now, is it 
less sinful to be extravagant and wasteful 
when prosperity smiles upon us? If it is 
a crime for men and women to be slackers 
when their country is in danger from foes 
without, is it not only just that the govern- 
ment should insist upon every citizen—mfl-

every day in the year when the world is at 
peace? If it is wrong for the rich to fill 


their coffers with gold at the expense of 


the people's comfort in war time, is it not 
just as wrong for the profiteer to fatten 
upon the blood of children and sick, weary 
women when swords are sheathed and the 
wheels of industry are humming through- 
out the land? If ft is noble for us to feed 
our allies and their starving families now, 
shall we cease to help feed the famishing

SHALL MOONEY HANG? 


[Editorial in Portland Oregonian.’’] 


A conspicuous feature of the La- 


bor Day parade yesterday—and else- 
where, according to reports—was 
the Mooney banners and badges. 
Some protested against the hanging; 
of Moonéy; others asked that he be 
set free, and others demanded a new 
and fair trial. Obviously, labor—or, 
rather, union labor — has made 
Mooney’s cause its own. . ä 
It is inconceivable, of course, that 
any responsible group of men and 
women in America should insist that 
a murderer be not punished. If he 
is guilty he should suffer for his 
crime. If he is innocent he should 
be exonerated. So, if Mooney is 
guilty, not any American citizen 
worth the name would for an in- 
stant take the position that the due 
processes of law should make an 
exception for him. it must be 80, 
then, that the many champions of 
Mooney in the ranks of labor think 
he is innocent, and have no thought 
of asking leniency for him on any 
other ground. 
What is the basis of their opin- 
fon? Would it not be well for them 
to make an impartial investigation 


of the case, so as to determine its 
merits on the basis of the facts ju-. 


dicially ascertained? On the one 
hand there is the verdict of a jury 
of twelve men— the American meth- 
od—sustained by the unanimous 
judgment of the Supreme Court. On 
the other hand, there is the unceas- 
ing propaganda of Mooney’s friends 
and sympathizers who have set 
about to show that there has been 
a miscarriage of justice and that an 
innocent man is being sent to the 
gallows. The disinterested citizen 
who elects to believe the latter nec- 
essarily assumes that the agents of 
the law are in a diabolical conspira- 
cy to railroad a victim to a felon's 
death. The parties to such a plot 
would include the officers of the law, 
the prosecuting witnesses, the jury 
of twelve men, the judge, and now 
the entire bench of the Supreme 
Court of California. It is not a rea- 
sonable assumption. The probabili- 
ties are all the other way. 
resident Wilson has been 

suaded to make an appeal to the 
Governor of California for Mooney. 
It appears to be taken for granted 
that the President has convinced 
himself of Mooney’s innocence. The 
Oregonian has not seen anywhere 
an authorized statement that Preal- 
dent Wilson has interfered because 
he was seeking to save a man 
wrongfully accused and convicted. 
But there have been widespread re- 
ports that he thought it a mistake 


to hang Mooney, for reasons of pub- 


lic policy, directly related to the in- 
ternational situation. If Mooney is 
to be pardoned because there are 
high and pressing considerations of 
state, very well. But it may be 
hoped that the reasons may be clear- 
ly understood and, at the proper 
time, given to the world. 

Mooney is, or was, a “direct ac- 
tion” anarohist with a bad record. 
He is an I. W. W. and he belongs with 
Haywood and his kind. Not a voice 
is raised for Haywood, whd-was con- 
victed for what he said, and for 
what he inspired others to say and 
do, and not for any specific crime 
of destruction or sabotage, or dis- 
loyalty. Mooney, who was openly 
and defiantly against the govern- 
ment, against social order and even 
against law, was convicted of a 
heinous crime, committed by 
somebody, in the assault on the 
San Francisco preparedness pa- 
rade, resulting in the death of many 
persons, against whom the perpe- 
trator of the infamy cold have no 
possible. personal grievance. Does 
not the utter absence of motive— 
except that there was a great pub- 
lic demonstration and that its par- 
ticipants were merely indicating 
their adherence to a certain national 
policy—add to the wickedness and 
wantonness of the deed? If Mooney 
did not do it, surely somebody, in- 
spired by a foul and awful malig- 
nity, conceived and executed it. 

No credible or tangible suggestion 
as to who the criminals are, if not 
Mooney and his accomplices, has 
yet been made, so far as we have 
noted. Surely, an effort to uncover 
the real murderer, if he is not 
Mooney, should be made by those 
who assert Mooney’s innocence. If 
they succeed, a wrong will have 
been righted in absolute fashion. 
and another wrong—an outright and 
awful murder—will have been re- 
quited.
